AMSTERDAM, Nov. 
26.—"How 
Wilhelm held out." is the title of an 
article in the Frankfort Volkes Stim- 
me, by Wilhelm 
Carle, a Socialist, 
who discovered the hoards of provis­ 
ions which the former emperor had 
in his Berlin palace. 
‘The quantity," the writer says, 
"exceeded all expectations. In large 
white tiled rooms was everything, 
literally everything one can imagine 
in foodstuffs. It is inconceivable that 
after four years of war such huge 
quantities could be hoarded. There 
was meat and game in cold storage, 
salted provisions in large cases, white 
meal in sacks piled to the roof, thou­ 
sands of eggs, gigantic boxes filled 
with tea, coffee, chocolate, lard, jelly 
and jam; hundreds of sugar loaves 
and endless stacks of peas, beans, 
dried fruits and biscuits. Their val­ 
ue amounts to several hundred thou­ 
sand marks. 
"These hoarded foodstuffs cannot 
be better used than to be preserved 
as a lasting memorial to our poster­ 
ity which should see how, while mil­ 
lions in Germany starved, those elect­ 
ed by the grace of God held out."
